Employe Steals $3,000, 
From Chicago’s Largest Bank

nounced Walter Wolff, a veteran em- 
ploye, had confessed. embezzling -‘# 
substantial but undetermined stm” 
from the bank's bond department. 
Lioyds of London, under which the 
bank employes are bonded, estimated 
the defaleation at $3,000,000. The 
bank, the largest in the city, is pro- 
tected against loss by insurance. 

George H. Reynolds, chairman: of 
the bank’s executive committee, is- 
sued the following staténieht tonight : 

“Walter Wolff, manager. of the 


Llinois .Bank and Trust Company, 
has confessed to officials of the bank 
that he has embezzled securities from 
the bank over a period of years, most 
of which have been taken in the last 
two or three years. These securities 
were used In speculations in the stock 
and grain market. An audit is now 
being made and until the audit 
completed, the amount of the defal- 
cation will not be known. 
“While the amount involved 
known to be substantial, for the most 
part the missing securities were used 
as margins and the recoveries will 
greatly reduce the amount involved. 
In addition, the bank is fully insured. 
“Wolff's method was to temporarily 
extract from the bank securities com-

Lowell Bayles, dark-haired and tan-

Proves Waterloo for Kidnapers

NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—(/)—A 
young woman who lured Charles Ro- 
senthal into the hands of a kidnaping 
band, police said, and the four men 
who held the young broker prisoner 
for 17 days in a dark tenement house 
apartment were rounded up by au:

The slaying several months ago at- 
tracted wide attention. Testimony in 
the case disclosed Dudley had beet 
shot with his own pistol on a street 
corner in the business district. 

Miss Cone gave her version of the 
slaying for the first time when she 
took the witness stand in her own de- 
fense. 

She said Dudley spent most of his 
time in Florida, that he ran liquor, 
but that she tried to make him stop. 
She said he was of a “nagging dis- 
position” and that on pit occasion he 
“knocked her across the room.” 

She testified that at another time 
Dudley hit her “so hard that I was 
unable to walk for about two weeks.” 

She said that on June 21 Dudley 
called at her home and asked her to 
go to Atlanta with him to deliver a 
load of liquor, but that she refused 
to zo. 

She said she spent the night at her 
father’s house and that early the next 
morning she received a telephone call 
from her sister, Mrs. Irene Cummings, 
who said Dudley was at her house 
looking, for Miss Cone and creating 
a disturbance. 

She left the house. she testified, 
and met Dudley, getting in his auto- 
mobile. He cursed her, she said, and 
Fnoeked a pistol from his pocket. She 
nocked it from his hands and jumped 
from the car. 

She testified Dudley called to her 
and said she “would never get..khome 


_ alive’ and that she fired one shot.

Governor Sterling Disap- 
proves Commission’s 
Proration Order. 


AUSTIN, Texas, Sept. 1.—(4)— 
(;overnor Ross S. Sterling kept east 
Texas oil wells closed with troops to- 
night, apparently having blocked the 
issuance of a new state railroad com- 
mission roration order for the field 
by his d pproval of its provisions. 

e commission set about redrafting 
the order. 


Sterling said the proposed order 
f 


would “put the little fellow out o 
business because he hasn't the money 
like the big operator to drill more 
wells,” 

The original draft provided for an 
allowable production of 225 barrels 
per well a day and rejected the acre- 
age basis advocated strongly by the 
central proration advisory committee 
at the commission’s prelimivary bear- 
ing last week. It was estimated pro- 
dnetion under the order would be 49,- 
000 barrels daily, compared with the 
recent output of 800,000 barrels or 
more a day. 

Sterling said he had notified Briga- 
dier General Jacob F. Wolters. mar- 
tial law commander in east Texas, 
to keep all the wells closed until he 
received further instructions from the 
executive. 

The governor explained he had re- 
ceived numerous telegrams from inde- 
pendent operators who were perturb- 
ed over the 225 barrels per well basis 
of the proposed order. He declined 
to say what sort of order he would 
approve, or when he would modify or 
lift martial law to permit opening of 
the more than 1,600 wells in the 
field. 

Governor W. H. Murray, of Okla- 
homa, who has had flush wells in his 
state shut down for nearly a month 
under martial law, also took the view 
that the proposed proration order 
would be a blow at the “‘little fellow.’ 

“Clearly the commission of Texas 
overlooks the ingerests of the jnde- 
pendents, particularly of small com- 
panies and landowners in east Tex- 
ns,” Murray said at Oklahoma City. 

“The plan is in the interest of Sin- 
Clair, Gulf and other major compa- 
nies, 

Pat M. Neff, third member of the 
railroad commission, said he was not 
in agreement with his associates on 
the commission. He said the project- 
ml commission order would “start a 
race to see who could drill wells the 
fastest and would result in an orgy 
of drilling, with rigs running night 
and day.” 

The unexpected disagreement be- 
tween the governor and the two ma- 
jority members of the commission cast 
a new shadow over the hopes of mid- 
continent operators that definite ac- 
tion was in immediate prospect for 
regulation of the unruly east Texas 
field.

The Substance of the Survey. 

The real significance of the facts 
developed in the Texas survey is that 
many counties\ of the state must 
either dissolve and merge with ad- 
jacent counties, or the people will 
move out of them and leave them to 
go bankrupt and become charges upon 
the funds of the state—the charity 
wards of the whole people. 

For instance, in 12 average coun- 
ties of less than 10,000 population 
21 pee cent of the revenues went 
for salaries and 79 peg cent for all 
other county expenses; while in 19 
average counties of populations above 
40.000 each, 7 per cent only went for 
salaries and 93 per cent for other 
county expenses, . 

In other words, taking the state 
entire, the most populous counties 
have the lowest rates of per capita 
cost of county government and pay 
the lowest rates of taxation—the dis- 
tribution of revenues being most even 
and economical.

The Average Economic Unit. 

It may be informing to many Geor- 
gians to consider the worked-out fig- 
ures from: Texas, since it is highly 
probable that a survey in Georgia 
would not vary greatly in results._ 

County governments in Texas in 
counties of less than 5,000 population 
show a per capita cost of $3.77, the 
range in them running from $2.90 
in those of lowest cost to $4.50 in 
those costing most. 

Those costs do not include schools, 
roads and bond issue charges. Only 
55 of the 254 counties have Jess than 
5,000 population. The last one to be 
organized had less than 200 voters. 

But the surveyors report that the 
great majority of Texas counties have 
too small a population to maintain a 


full coterie of county officials, with- 
out having to pay toa heavy a price 
for the privilege. ‘ 


A Self-Supporting County. 

From the figures for the whole 
state the implication stands out that 
it is the counties having from 30,000 
to 60,000 population that are “self- 
supporting” on the lowest per capita 
of cost and the greatest savings in 
general county expenses. | 

Counties’ from 30,000 to 40,000 
show an average per capita cost of 
90 cents, with the whole list ranging 
from 60 cents to $1.10. The counties 
from 40,000 to 60,000 have a per 
capita cost of 85 cents and a range 
also from 60 cents to $1.10. ; 

The plain argument from the fig- 
ures is that the economic county unit 


‘must have from 40,000 to 60,000 pop- 


ulation. Adding those of 30,000 to 

40,000 there are only 35 of the 254 

counties that maintain. county gov- 

ernments upon normal economic costs.

How It Looks in Georgia. 

Men who are familiar with condi- 
tions in both states do not believe 
that county governments are more 
cheaply operated in Georgia than in 
Texas. , 

Here we have 160 counties (after 
January 1 next). Of them: 

9 have less than 5,000 population ; 

52 have between 5,000 and 10,000; 

58 have between 10,000 and 20,000 ; 

7 have between 30,000 and 40,000 ; 

2 have between 40,000 and 60,000 ; 

3 have beéween 60,000 and 80,000 ; 

2 have above 80,000, Chatham hav- 
ing 105,431 and Fulton having 318,- 
587. 

Judging all these counties by the 
Texas exposition, only 14 that are 
over 30,000 population are actually 
normal economic units that can sup- 
port county governments upon the 
most reasonable per, capita costs.

How Long Can They Last? 

These facts that are worthy of the 
most serious study of taxpayers show 
that there are 146 counties of Geor- 
gia in which the taxes for county gov- 
ernment are greatly in excess of what 
they should be. 

It is far more than an academic 
question how long the majority of 
those counties can continue to drain 
the property of their people to sup- 
port 146 county official set-ups that 
are manifestly unnecessary to the eco- 
nomie conduct of the state and the 
welfare of the people in those coun- 
ties. 

High local taxes are driving people 
from the smaller to the more populous 
counties ‘where government taxes are 
less, and the only way to stop that 
hegira from costly to cheaper govern- 
ments is in a general merger of 
weaker with stronger counties.

Health Talks

PHOTOGRAPHER’S HYPO AGAIN 
DOES GOOD. : 

Really I’m getting diffident about 
telling folks what. a fine remedy s0- 
dium hyposulphite (thiosulphate) is for 
lead poisoning, arsenic poisoning, car- 
bon monoxide poisoning, ivy poison- 
ing and everything. I am rather erm 
couraged to find, on consulting the 
records, that I havdé mot yet recom, 
mended this familiar remedy for 
broken legs or for that tired feeling— 
though I’m not so certain about the 
last mentioned indication, for in truth 
that is one of the symptoms or after- 
effects of carbon monoxide poisoning 
for which I do recommend that the 
victim take ten to twenty grains of 
sodium hyposulphite in water three 
times a day for three weeks. 

Sodium hyposulphite is the chemi- 
cal commonly used in photographers’ 
fixing liquid. 

Well, sir—must we rejoin the ladies 
just yet?—Dr. William L. Gould of 
Albany finds that none other than our 
trusty old panacea, sodium hyposul- 
phite, is an excellent remedy for none 
other than our musty old affliction, 
ringworm of the feet, better known 
among the bourgeois’ as “athlete's 
foot.” Dr. Gould reports that in the 
fall of 1929 fully 50 per cent of the 

hysical training classes in an Al- 

any high school were excluded from 

gymnasium because of this ringworm 
of the feet. Such remedies as iodine 
and mercurochrome failed to check 
the trouble. Barly in November foot 
baths containing 10 to 15 per cent 
solutions of sodium hyposulphite were 
installed between locker rooms and 
shower rooms. Each pupil on leaving 
the shower was requested to immerse 
his feet in the bath on his way to the 
locker. In so doing, considerable solu- 
tion was spattered over the floor, so 
that from the time pupils left the 
showers till they arrived at dressing 
rooms their feet were in contact with 
the thiosulphate solution. The foot 
bath was changed after each class. 
The solution is colorless and neariy 
odorless, Four weeks after this hypo- 
sulphite foot bath plan was adopted 
the ringworm infection had entirely 
disappeared from the high school. 

Dr. Gould remarks that such a foot 
bath is unhandy at times, and where 
it is not feasible he suggests a 20 per 
cent powder of sodium hyposulphite 
in boric acid, to be applied freely to 
the feet, footwear and the floors, par- 
ticularly to the socks or stocking feet, 
between the toes, and inside the shoes. 
A light dusting is all that is neces- 
sary. This powder may be regularly 
used on the feet night and morning 


for prevention and comfort.

PLAN FOR SESSION 
OPPOSED BY FEW; 


‘Governor Urpes Farmers 
To Hold Cotton and 
Scores Hoover for “Let- 
ting Things Drift.” 


Governor Richard B. Russell Jr. 
Wednesday decided definitely that he 
would call an extra session of the 
Georgia legislature to consider a cot- 


ton holiday in 1932 immediately after 


a similar call is made by Governor 
Ross Sterling, of Texas, but not until 
then. The executive made his an- 
nouncement after consulting a num- 
ber of members of the assembly who 
called on him Wednesday morning and 
after reading telegrams from most of. 
the others. 

Late Wednesday Governor Sterling 


‘had arrived at no decision, although 


reports relayed through the office of 
Eugene ,Talmadge, commissioner of 
agriculture, from the Texas capital 
indicated that the session might be 
called momentarily. The state senate 


of Texas is to convene September 10 
to .consid au impeachment matter 
and J. BK. MeDonald, Texas commis- 
sioner of agriculture, informed Tal- 
madge that the house might be called 
at the same time so that both branches 
might take up cotton legislation with- 
in the next 10 days. 

Describing the situation as critical 
and one not to be solved “in a spirit 
of excitement and hysteria,’ Governor 
Russell in his statement reviewed his 
appeal to Washington, declared that 
if the states east of the Mississippi 
river were to act independently of 
those west of the river it would mean 
their retirement forever from the cot- 
ton-producing field and added: 

“I have been in communication with 
Governor Sterling, of Texas, and have 
informed him that I would convene 
the general assembly into extraordi- 
nary session immediately upon his call- 
ing the Texas legislature to consider 
the matter. Thus far Governor Ster- 
ling has not reached a decision. The 
Georgia legislature can act as rapidly 
as that of any other state and it is 
very evident that it would be a use- 
less expenditure of tax money to have 
an extraordinary session in Georgia if 
there is no likelihood of Texas and 
other states doing the same thing.”

Udet and the rest of the more than 


+ AOO civilian and service pilots were

held on the ground today by a steady 
rain that forced postponement of the 
program. On other days, however, 
Udet performs loops, rolls and banks 
80 close to the ground that the least 
dnistake in judgment or air bump 
would send him crashing in an in- 
stant. His most spectacular stunt is 
to take off and fly across the field 
with one wing almost touching the 
ground. He closes his exhibition by 
stopping his motor at a_ thousand 
feet, making three loops and landing 
with a dead stick—an idle propeller. 

The German’s tricks are made pos- 


' #ible by his hair-line judgment of dis- 


lances and his specially-built ship, 
constructed for ease of maneuver- 
ability rather than speed. 

Other pilots of the foreign team, 
and many of the Americans, are ac- 
credited with as difficult and skilful 
antics, but Udet's low flying captures 
the fancy of the spectators.

Gifford Names Committee 
To Find Way of Making Jobs _ 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—(f)—A 
committee‘of industrialists, labor lead- 


ers and economists, headed by Harry 
A. Wheeler, Chicago banker, was ap- 
pointed today by Walter 8. Gifford, 
national relief director, to find ways 
of creating jobs for the unemployed. 

Wheeler's committee is the second 
of three to be created by Gifford to 
carry on the three major activities of 
President Hoover's unemployment re: 
lief organization. 

Gifford announced yesterday the ap- 
pointment of a group headed by Owen 
D. Young, of New York, to direct the 
raising of relief funds through local 
agencies. The third committee, yet to 
be announced, will advise in the ad- 
ministration of relief through 
money raised by Young’s committee. 

The task of the committee appoint- 
ed today, Gifford. said, will be to “de- 
velop any possible extension of emer- 
gency industrfal policies which have 
been found practicable in_ providing 
employment during the present pe- 
riod.” 

The group, to be known as the com- 
mittee on employment plans and sug- 
gestiens, is composed of 16 members 
in addition to Wheeler, including 
Daniel Willard, president of the Balti- 
more & Ohio; Alexander Legge, for- 
mer chairman of the farm board and 
president of the International Har- 
vester Company; William Green, of 
the American Federation of Labor; 
Edward N. Hurley, former chairman 
of the shipping board, and Wesley C. 
Mitchell, director of the national bu- 
reau of economic research. 

Others appointed were: Fred C. 
Croxton, Gifford’s assistant; W. Ru- 
fus Abbott, Chicago: Leonard PP.

The cotton problem has been re- 
duced now to the final action or 
non-action of the state of Texas. If 
Bhe will co-operate with the other 
cotton states there remains no doubt 
that the sovereign remedy of a sus- 
pension of cotton production in 
1932 will be applied. That will mean 
ga return of world cotton conditions 
to a normal! status of crop meas- 
urements to world demands in 1933, 
Until that point is recovered the cot- 
ton industry in the south will con- 
tinue to be uncertain and disturbed 
by outside factors. 

Texas produces one-third of the 
cotton of the south and one-fifth 
that of the world at present. Cli- 
matic, soil and geographic advan- 
tages make it possible for Texas 


cotton growers to produce, harvest 
and market the staple at less cost 
than is possible to cotton growers 
fn any other state of the south, and 
especially those in the cotton belt 
east of Texas. 


It is evident, therefore, that Texas | 


has become the arbiter of the for- 
tunes of the industry in the cotton 
States and upon the stand taken by 
her governor and legislature must 
depend the fate of the industry in 
the present unprecedented crisis. 
If Texas refuses to join the 1932 
cotton growing suspension program 
that movement comes to a definite 
end and the other cotton states must 
suffer the losses and incalculable 
sufferings that will be borne by the 
farmers of the rest of the south. 
Three-fourths of the cotton growers 
between Virginia and Texas will be- 
come the inevitable victims of a 
Texas policy strangely like to that 
of the fabled ‘‘dog :in the manger.”’ 
Upon the plain facé of all the 
agricultural data on record the Tex- 
ans can even better afford to partic- 
ipate in the Louisiana plan and 
forego a cotton crop in 1932 than 
any of their fellow farmers in the 


south. Texas is an empire within 


itself, as its people justly boast, and 
has an average agricultural output 
of largely over $1,000,000,000 a

Of a 
cotton crop of 5,109,939 bales two 
Wears ago, 4,473,000 bales were

Jewels. 


International interest in the czarist 

crown jewels has been increased by 
the reported discovery recently of the 
new treasures in the Kremlin. Sev- 
eral of the finds will, it is thought, 
says the Moscow correspondent of the 
British United Press, be added to the 
State bank collection. One of the 
treasures, unearthed in a secret cham- 
ber accidentally uncovered by work- 
men, was a solid gold tea service for 
~8 persons, weighing about 80 pounds. 
The Romanoff crown jewels, valued 
by the soviet government, which pos- 
Sesses them, at 250 million dollars, 
were shown twice recently to foreign 
guests. These privileged persons were 
Mr. George Bernard Shaw, Lord and 
Lady Astor. 
_The bolshevists discoverad the en- 
tire ensemble of the imperial jewels 
in the first year of the revolution, 
| after it had been at first believed that 
they had been taken abroad. The 
czarist family, fearing the threatened 
German invasion, had stuffed their 
best crowns and jewels into ordinary 
trunks, wrapping them in®old blank- 
ets and canvas and then dispatched 
them to Moscow. Thus, they remain- 
jed in the Kremlin until Jong after 
‘the dynasty had been overthrown. 

Guards patrolled the Kremlin. but 
nobody suspected that the disreputa- 
ble and dusty packing cases and 
trunks contained jewels of such 
wealth.

All along the Atlantic coast from 
Maine to Texas the mosquito called 
‘Aedes sollicitans” (sort of suggests 
the famous Ladies from Hell) breeds 
in brackish water and travels long 


distances in pursuit of prey. In re- 
cent years this breed of mosquito has 
established itself inland in some places, 
as in oil fields and about gas wells, 
where salt water is brought to the 
surface. 


_The common breed of mosquito in 
villages, towns and cities is “Culex.” 
In the southern states another breed 
called “Stegomyia” is common near 
habitations, but “Stegomyia”” is 
Squeamish and breds only in fairly 
clean water, such as the rain barrel or 
open wells or cisterns. “Culex” is not 
so particular, and will breed prodi- 
glously in any convenient drain, ditch 
or open sewer, even when cleaner 
breeding places, such as old tin cans 
or bottles under the weeds, or ob- 
structed eaves are available. 


Of course all mosquitoes must have 
standing water or liquid to breed in. 
The water must stand there for at 
least a week or 10 days for one gen- 
eration of mosquitoes to bloom. 


Also of course complacent old_ ig- 
noramuses still, put up with the mos- 
quito nuisance in the belief that the 
varmints breed in any shady spot in 
the deep grass or weeds. That is not 
so. Unless there is a pool or a little 
can of water under the weeds or grass 
or perhaps a little pond, fountain or 
brook with stagnant water, ‘the skeet- 
ers simply can't multiply or survive 
long.

WASHINGTON, Sept.

today to Ralph Dell, youthful dry 
agent, whose young girl companion 
was arrested for intoxication § after 
gathering evidence in four Buffalo 
speakeasies. 

Dell was summoned to the capital 
by Prohibition Director Amos W. W. 
Woodcock and was closeted with him 
for nearly two hours. He recited the 


wietails of the arrest of Ruth Calla- 


han and of the charge now pending 
against him in a Buffalo court of 
contributing to the delinquency of a 
minor. 

“Dell has had:as severe a repri- 
mand as I know how to give,’ Wood- 
cock said immediately afterward. 
“There, will be no repetition of such 
an incident. It did not seem fair 
to dismiss a man with a record such 
as his under the circumstances.” 

Woodcock said part of the blame 
should rest on Dell’s superiors in Buf- 
falo for allowing such practices, but 
added that they had not disobeyed 
orders, since none were given directly 
until last week. 

“In fact some measure of blame 
should rest -with me,” he said, “for 
not anticipating such a situation and 
issuing an order against the use of 
women as informers as has been done. 

“I abhor this whole incident. It is 
terrible that anyone should conceive 
that this was the way to enforce pro- 
hibition. I did not know such prac- 
tices were being employed.” 

At the same time he announced Dell 
would stay in the service because of 
his excellent army record during the 
World War, and because of his record 
as a dry agent. Woodcock said an- 
other Buffalo agent, Arthur Peach, 
would be dismissed “for the good of 
the service.” Peach has been suspend- 
ed on a charge of drunkenness.

Lawyer, Humorist, Old-Time 
Football Star Passes 
in 58th Year. 


MACON, Ga. Sept. 2—(/)— 
Thomas J. Céchran, lawyer, humorist 
and old-time football star, died today 
at his home on Bloomfield road. He 
had been in ill health for several 
months. 

Judge Cochran won fame in the 
nineties as a football star at college 
while studying to practice law, and 
after his admission to the bar figured 
in some of the most important crimi- 
nal trials in the state. Attorneys who 


practiced with him say he had one of 
the most brilliant minds in the legal 
profession, but he will be remembered 
more for his wit in -after-dinner 
speeches and every-day affairs than 
for his many courtroom victories.

stitute, in Alabama. He attended the ~ 
University of Georgia for one year, 
and then went to Mercer University 
for three years, graduating in the class 
of 1895. It was while at Georgia and 
Mercer that he won fame as a football 
plaver. He was center on the teams 
of both institutions, and was known 
as the “man of steel” because of his 
powerful physique and ability to stand 
the roughest kind of punishment in 
those days when football was not the 
game it now is. 

He retained his physical strength 
through middle life and even during 
the months of illness. that finally

Max 
Gardner, of North Carolina, Wednes- 
day called upon Governor Sterling to 
attend a conference on “conservative 
and careful judgment of all plans that 
may be presented at Memphis Septem- 
ber 14-15.” Governor Gardner Is op- 
posed to the Long plan and is in favor 
of congressional action. 

From Austin, Governor Sterling an- 
nounced his disapproval of the North 
Carolina governor's proposal, declaring 
that “our Texas farmers would not 
be contented to await results of a con- 
ference which, in its nature, might be 
long drawn out.” This statement was 
interpreted here as pointing strongly 
to an early call in Texas. 

The Long proposal, which has been 
pressed in Georgia since Commission- 
er Talmadge returned from the New 
Orleans conference which adopted it, 
is for the cotton-growing states to 
prohibit the planting or cultivation 
of cotton in 1932. While Louisiana 
already has passed the.law, in a three- 
day session, it will not become opera- 
tive until states producing three- 
fourths of the annual cotton crop 
enact similar legislation. 
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Other States Needed. 
Touisiana, Texas, South Carolina 
Jeorgia produced 7,121,000 of 


cotton states in 1930. If these states 
were to pass the Long plan, it would 
still have to be adopted by states 
growing nearly 3,500,000 bales to be 
operative. 

North Carolina, where Governor 
Gardner apparently is opposed to the 
Long plan, produced 1,100,000 bales 
in 1930, while Alabama, looked upon 
as favorable to the plan, produ 
1.473.000. Mississippi. evidently hos- 
tile, produced 1,464,000. |
